I handle  the  banner  permit  applications  at  BSL.  In  order  to  install  banners  on  Bureau  of  Street 
Lighting  (BSL)  streetlight  poles,  you  need  to  contact  an  authorized  vendor  (banner  company).  The  authorized 
vendor  is  responsible  for  submitting  the  permit  application  online  to  BSL  with  all  the  information  regarding  the 
event.  Only  the  authorized  vendors  on  the  attached  list  can  submit  an  application  to  BSL.  The  vendor  will  ask  for 
proposed  locations,  requested  period  of  installation,  and  a banner  image. 

The  vendor  will  submit  the  application  with  all  the  necessary  information  for  BSL  to  review  and  approve.  The 
vendor  will  include  the  permit  fees  in  the  quote  they  provide  to  you.  The  application  must  be  submitted  by  the 
vendor  at  least  10  days  before  the  installation  date.  After  we  approve  an  application  the  vendor  will 
install/remove  the  banners  for  the  requested  period  of  time.
